The trials ft»r the Rifle Team to 
represent George Washington in 
the Intercollegiate Match, will be 
held Tuesday and Wednesday 
iiiglits, March 2.*i and 24, on th<> 
University range, at 1538 I Street. 
Teg men and two alternates will 
be selected.

Marcli 27. wlien we slumt our 
scores in the Intercollegiate 
Matcli. 

From the scores that are being 
made in pinctice it is evident that 
George Washington will put up a 
luird fight for the trophy now held 
by t'olninbia University, and sev- 
eral men well versed in rifle 
sliooting even go so far as to pick 
IIS for first place. 

In order to be successful, liow- 
ever, the George Washington 
team will require the best rifle 
shots in tlie I^niversity, and it is 
earnestly hoped that they will 
turn out in full strength for the 
trials. 

Tim Rifle Team has been re- 
markably successful in previous 
contests. On two successive oc- 
i-asions it has won the Outdoor 
Intercoll ^iate Championship of 
tile United States. Last year it 


In one of the fiercest and most 
exciting contests ever particip ate^ 
in by a George Washington'^ Sis 
hating team, Syracuse University 
defeated tleorge Washington Uni- 
versity at Syracuse last Saturday 
evening. This debate waa the se<‘- 
ond between the two institutions, 
the first having been won by 
George Washington. A deciding 
debate will pn^ably be held in 
this city some tinae during the 
next college year. 

This is the only debate in 
which Syracuse University partic- 
ipates this year, and her repre- 
sentatives were about the best 
the University could produce. 
They deserve high praise for their 
ability in elocution as well as for 
their skill in presenting their case 
and in handling the arguments of 
the opponents. 

The question under discussion 
was. Resolved, that the <^n shop 
promotes the interests of the 
wage-earning classes better than 
the closed shop. George Washj 
ington upheld the affirmative.
